By the begin- 
ning of the Eighteenth century, they 
had driven the Foxes oat of northern 
Wisconsin (whence they went to take 
refuse with the Sauk), and were push- 
ing the Sioux west across the Missis- 
sippi. In the east, they had compelled 
the Iroquois to withdraw from th* 
luud between Lake Huron and Lake 
Erie, and had added this large tract 
to their territory. 

Until the end of th* War of 1812, 
the Chippewa had been unfriendly to 
the white men, and Joined the other 
tribes of the region In the varlons 
frontier wars. A treaty signed in 
1815, however, marked the beginning 
of peace, and at present the tribe 
lives on what was originally part of 
their own territory, under the care of 
the government 

The Chippewa themselves are of a 
very fine type. They are genial and 
pleasant, yet not without dignity, and 
among themselves they Indulge In a 
Strong sense of humor. Men and wom- 
en work together, the men helping 
with the harder tasks of the women, 
while the women kid In the easier 
work of the men. 

This Is one tribe which has not been 
greatly uflectcd by the white man' 
babttS. They still follow their native 
religion nnd their old — ' 
though there are, of course, many 
Christian and "civilized" people among 
1 1 1 cm. They believe that the souls 
of their departed find their way to a 
"hi ppy hunting ground" In the west, 
\vb -re may he found all the things 
deur to an Indian's beast. Dreams 
ire considered ns revelations, and are 
■Cted upon accordingly. 

Children are trained In a gentle 
hut very effective manner. They are 

gradually Increase In dllllculty and Im- 
portance us the children grow older, 
HO that when grown they will be do- 
ing adult's work properly. 

The women make embroidery, weav- 
ing, and beadwork, and they often 
dot orate clothing, or a baby's cradle- 
board wrappings, very elaborately. 
Birch bnrk Is used for many purposes, 
from covering tlpls, making canoes, 
and folding Into boxes to contain 

Kple sugar or other food, to cutting 
o patterns for bead work. A tree 
is never cut for Its bark, by one of 
the older generation, without sn of- 
fering of tobacco and a prayer. It 
Is said that food wrapped In birch 
hark will not spoil. 

(lathering wild rice, seeds and ber- 
ries, and making maple sugar, still 
contribute their share to busy Chip- 
pens life.

Fall Latino. . The last week in 
August is the time for setting fall 
lettuce seedlings in the garden or In 
coldframes.

It is 
advisable to shade the transplants 
during the heat of the day, with a 
lattice of brush or canvas, raised 
about 18 inches above the ground 
surface.

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Senator Capper On

A recent publication of the United 
States Department „f Agriculture 
says:- Senator Arthur Capper of 
Kansas is the author of a lengthy 
article in the New York Times for 
Julv 26 in which he endeavors t n 
tell "what the ha-d-e'riven farmer is 
thinking." He says in part: "For 
the United States aa ■ whole farm 
taxes amount to 81 cents of every 
dollar of net income; this figure 
was for 1929. when ther„ was more 
of a net income than there will be 
this year. The farmer*, taxes ex. 
ceed expenditures for farm improve, 
ments; are greater than his total 
investment in machinery and tools 
are four times the value of the seed 
he plants. The farmer knows that 
now; and as a result in all the farm- 
ing states the agitation is 0 n for In- 
come taxes. It will be followed 
logically by • dem»nd for largei 
and larger inheritance taxes to 
break up the centralisation 0 t 
wealth and power in too few hands. 
The farmer is producing plenty Of 
foodstuffs, and industry is produc- 
ing plenty of the other necessities 
and comforts of life. Industry 
would like to trade with the fanner, 
the farmer would like to trade with 
industry, and the merchant in be- 
tween would like to handle the ex 
change at a fair profit to all three 
groups. But somewhere in the mach- 
inery of our civilization is some- 
thing that prevents the exchange 
being made except through ruining 
the farmer, industry and the actual 
merchant or middleman. It might 
be mentioned that the farmer and 
consumer as such have been placing 
the blame on the middleman. But 
today the farmer s««s the middle- 
man he knows in much the sain* 
position he is in himself. At the 
same time he believes he sees 
another and comparatively small 
group of persons who, in fact, are 
not producers of foodstuffs, not 
manufacturers, not middlemen; v. hi 
deal not in tangibles but in intangi- 
bles. And he is doing a lot pf think- 
ing about them. In the mind „t the 
farmer, this group is collecting divi- 
dends and interest (just how he is 
not certain) on a lot of alleged cap- 
ital that exists only on paper.
